The French gunboat Aspic artiyed. at 
Tientaiu on Wednosday evening. 

The tides‘on the Taku Bar during tho 
past few days have ranged from 12ft. Gin., 
to 13ft. Gin.’ Steamers have consequently 
exporionced no difficulty in crossing, and 
moat of the junka having left tho port, the: 
time occupied in coming from Taku has 
been onder five hours. 

With ‘a few good tides it may be hoped 
that the -enrrent at tha ebb will: wash away 
some of ‘the shore spite in: the Tientsin 
Reach, and inske 6 clear river for ‘tho 
ateamors. 

On Tuesday morning about 5 a.m., the 
long-looked-for rain came although not in 
the desired abundanco, only half-an-inch 
falling. During the whole of the. week the 
eky has been overcast, with occasional 
breaks, and tho -temperature, which 
registered 105° last weck was 95" on Mon- 
day, and on Tuesday registered 6°. The 
atmosphera has since been delightfully 
cvo], and at times almost too cald, follow. 
ing the intense heat recently experienced, 
On Friday a considerable quantity of rain 
fell, introduced by a thonderatorm in the 
morning,—Chinese Timea. : 


MINING IN THE MALAY STATES: 
The Straits Tintes says :—Ia Perak, the 
Goveroment, folly aware ‘how! largely the 
wellbeing of the State depends upon min- 
ing, encourage in every way enterprise in 
that direction. Gold, believed;to be abun- 
dantly found -there,' has also come iu for 
attention ; and in Kwalla Kingsa, the yol- 
low metal rewards’ ‘the efforts.of native 
miners, bot the prospects do not favour 
European. investment in ,unearthing: it. 
The indications on the Phia river, however, 
-look promising enongh to induce Govern-: 
mentprospecting this year ; but generally the 
jungly nature of the country stands in the 
way of search for metals, except where tin 
mings have nm’ opened. Traces of 
galena and o have been lighted up- 
on, and graneta, beryls, and emeralds have 
alao been found, Transport difficulties will 
hinder the rapid development of the tia 
industry antil the exterision of rmilway 
communication meets this long-felt want. 
No wonder herics that the tin ld in 
Porak last year only reached 218,000 ‘piculs, 
avery alight advance on the outturn for 
1887. All the European companies there 
did well, raising botweon them upwards of 
1,400 tons of ore; but the French company 
is the only one among them ‘which-refines 
its tin on the spot before exportation. 
Another French company; hes undertaken 
prospecting oporations for tin with success 

ful results ao far. ; 

Selangor ulvo shews only a emall advance 
in tho tin output, the figures for 1857 
and 1888 being respectively 131,392 and 
136,725 piouls... ‘Such an increase, in 
spito of the great fluctuations of :prices 
last year, nevertheless botokens the steadi- 
ly profitable nature of tin mining in. that 
State ; and last year no less than 41 pump- 
ing engines .were iinported, chiefly in the 
Kwala Lumpur district. In Ulu Solangor 
more mining licenses had been tasued than 
in any previons year, and the Chinese, as 
might have bern expected, stand at the 
top in the list of producera. The output 
of the Rawang mincs in 1888 came‘ to 
2,074 piculs of ‘ore. Mr Errington De 
La Oroix has tsken up three selections 
of mining Jand, and, to work them, he has 
taken ateps to raise capital in Paris, 
Messrs, Sword and Mublinghaus do a brisk 
bosiness in buying ore from Chinamen, 
who now take so readily. to dealing with 
them as to offer more of that article than 
the firm -can convenientls take up.
